» Ronkar Wilks, Eſq. was deſcended of a good family, 
at Coleſhill, in Warwickſhire z but bis father ſettling in * 
land, this his ſecond ſon was bor at Rathfarnan, near Dublin, 
in 1665. He was bred up under Mr. Secretary SOUTHwerL, 
and for ſome years had a ſeat in his office. Upon the breaking 
out of the wars in Ireland, he was forced into the army, and 
became clerk of the camp; but an inclination for the ſtage 
prompting him to quit that kingdom, about 1692 he became an 
adventurer at Drury Lane. ,Diſliking his ſituation there, he in 
a few years returned to Dublin, where be continued till about 
2700, when he once more was reſtored to his former theatre, 
where he remained the reſt of his life, During the latter part 
ol it, he was, as the periodical publications of the times ſay, one 
of the patentees and managers of his majeſty's comedians, and the 
moſt celebrated aRor of his time, He was an indulgent parent, 
a tender huſband, a kind maſter, and a faithful friend; 
In king JaMEs's reign: he had been ſome time employed in 
* the ſecretary's office in Ireland (his native country) and le- 
s mained in it till after the battle of the Boy vx, which completed 
the Revolution. Upon that happy and unexpected deliverance, 
the people of Dublin, among the various expreſſions of their 
joy, had a mind to have a play; but the actors being diſperſed 
< during the war, ſome private perſons agreed, in the beſt man- 
0 ner they were able, to give one to the public, gratis, at the 
c theatre.” The play was Othello, in which WiLks acted the 
« Moor; and the applauſe he received in it warmed him to ſo 
<« ſtrong an inclination for the ſtage, that he immediately pre- 
« ferred it to all his other views in life: for he quitted his poll, 
« and with the firſt fair occafion came over to try his fortune, in 
« the (then only) company of actors in London, The perſon
